As a sample: At the last meeting 


of the Board he was obliged to con- 
fess to Messrs. Yerington and Bice 
that he, by letter, -while acting as 
Secretary of the Board, hod furnish- 
ed the Sentinel with data to muke au 
unjust attack en the Board. At the 
same time another member was pres- 
ent with a private letter from White- 
bill, urging him to come, saying, 
"We want to oust Stevenson "from 
the presidency," or words to that ef- 
fect. Almost at the same time the 
Sentinel,' Appeal and Reno JOURNAL 
attacked Stevenson.—Enterprise, 7th. 


The above insinuation that our re 


•marks in reference to Mr. C. C. Stev- 
enson made some time ago, were in- 
stigated by Mr. Whitehill, is very 
surprising to us. That gentleman 
has never mentioned Mt. Stevenson's 
name to us in any shape or manner, 
nor has he ever spoken to us of any 
troubles with any member of the Cen- 
tennial Commission, nor expressed 
any desire that we should take either 
side in the Centennial squabble. So 
much for tho suspicions of the En- 
terprise. \Ve have espoused no one's 
cause. 
If Mr. Whitehill deserves 


censure, we have no desire to shield 
him from it. If Mr. S to von son de- 
serves praise for the part he has ta- 
ken in Centennial affairs we shall not 
hesitate to accord it to him. We de- 
sire only that justice may bo done. 
It will be a burning shame to the 
people of this State if this Centen- 
nial business is to end in a farce, and 
820,000 of their money squandered. 
The Enterprise has devoted consid- 
erable space in reviewing Mr. While- 
hill's actions, or rather Mr. Steven- 
son has done so through the columns 
«f the Enterprise. We can almost 
smell his breath as loudly in the nr- 
•tiole referred to as we did in the two- 
col amn article published in thoLyon 
Co. Times. Mr. Stevenson, in our 
opinion, is over anxious, being Chair- 
man of the Centennial Commission, 
to inform the public what the Secre- 
tary has been doing. It seems, too, 
from all we have seen and heard, that 
he has made a mighty effort to create 
something out of nothing. His ge- 
nius seems to be in looking out for 
the mote in his neighbor's eye, in- 
stead of trying to remove the beam 
from his own. 
Consequently we 


think it only fair thut the public 
should know what Mr. Stevenson has 
done that he should be held up as a 
martyr in the 
CentPnniul 
cause. 


What has he done? Just this mnch 
and no more: During the last session 
of the Legislature he got Judge Wells 
of Carson City to draw tip a bill ask- 
ing for an appropriation of $20,000 
of the State's money for Centennial 
purposes. This bill he introduced 
in the Senate as emanating from his 
own brain, and on its final passage 
he made a sickly speech, which dis- 
gusted everybody, as it sounded very 
like the one which he read two years 
before when placing John P. Jones 
in nomination for the U. S. Senate. 
In his unbounded egotism he now 
imagines that this speech of a minute 
and a half secured the appropriation 
of $20,000. 
But everyone known, 


•who was in attendance on the last 
Legislature, that the passage of this 
bill had been secured weeks before 
at uAnasa meeting held in the Assem- 
bly Chamber, when able speeches 
•were made in its favor by Charles 
"Variim, Oeorge Castidy, Gen. Kit- 
trell. Judge Mod in ton and others— 
any one of which did mnch more to- 
ward securing the passage of the 
Centennial bill than anything Mr. 
Stevenson ever did. He had on ex- 
hibition at oar last State Fair the 
draught of a little 5-stamp quartz 
mill for which he paid $50—out of 
the Centennial fund. 
This is the 


sum and substance of what Mr. Stev- 
enson has done for the Centennial 
<ause. Perhaps we shall be able to 
-tell in another article what the Ceo- 
*tenniol has done for Mr. Stevenson, 
and then the public can better judge 
•of his martyrdom. 
\Ve want Mr. 


(Stevenson to have justice.

Why would it not be well for onr 


sistei State of Nevada to co-operate 
with California in building up thin 
University ? Nevada is emphatically 
a mining State. Let it unite its 
funds and contribute to a College of 
Mines upon the Paoitio coast that 
shall be second to none in the world 
Congressional consent might be ob- 
tained to unite the two Universities, 
the funds of the two States put to 
gether, and the youth of the two 
States educated at th« sitme institu- 
tion. The name could be changed 
to the "University of California and 
Nevada," and these two young and 
frienilly States co-operate together in 
building up a college that would 
commiind the respect of tht, world. 
In point of health, comfort and con- 
venience Berkeley is a fitter place 
than any in our sister State for pu- 
pils. There should be no State jeul- 
ousy between Nevada and California. 
By reason of pur geographical loca- 
tion, our business pursuits, and the 
productions and character of thtt two 
States, wo shall 
of necessity be 


thrown into the most friendly and 
mutual of business and social rela- 
tions. 
One splendid University, 


rich in endowments, with libraries, 
scientific and philosophical appara- 
tus, extensive chemioal appliances, a 
museum of art, a geological cabinet, 
with Professors of such learning and 
character as its wealth could procure, 
would be something of which our 
coast might be justly proud. 


The assertion that for "health, 


comfort and convenience, Berkely is 
a fitter place than any in onr sister 
State for pupils," is an insult to sev- 
eral Nevada towns, especially Reno 
and Carson. 
Nevada now sends 


many of her children to California to 
be educated. 
But nest year Reno 


•will be able to present all the facili- 
ties afforded by California institutions 
of learning, and then we shall edu- 
cate our children at home, where 
they will be removed 
from the 


"hoodlum" element nnd grow up an 
honor to their parents and to the 
State. 


TEA ANI> COFFEE DUTY. 


There is one portion of tho Presi- 


dent's message which does not rect-ive 
our approval, and that is where he 
recommends the restoration of the 
duty on tea and coffee, so an to bring 
$18,000,000 more into the National 
coffers, to meet the expenses of the 
Government. In the present pros- 
perous condition of the country there 
should be no necessity for an in- 
creased tax of any kind upon the 
people. They are paying as much 
now as they can stand, and fully as 
mnch as ought to be expected of 
them. Instead of increasing their 
burdens let the Government ex 
penaes be reduced and the leaks 
plugged up, and there will be no ne- 
cessity of a restoration of the duty 
on tea or coffee, but a further reduc- 
tion of taxation would be possible. 
Prevent the whisky rings, tho Indian 
rings and the railroad cormorants 
from eating up the sustenance of the 
land. Stop the fronds bjing perpe- 
trated upon the Government, by 
which millions of dollars is being 
annually lost to us. 
Catch 
the 


thieves who are robbing the people's 
treasury, and make them disgorge 
their ill-gotten gains. 
Exercise a 


rigid economy in all the departments 
of the Government, and in lieu of 
placing more burdens .upon the 
shoulders of the people, the load now 
there will be considerably lessened. 


Iv the challenge of the American 


colleges is accepted by the oi.ranen 
of Oxford, Cambridge aud Trinity, 
the next rowing meeting of our col- 
legians will be one of unparalleled 
interest.

oar race, without 
coxswains, be- 


tween British and American bo.it- 
men, to be rowed on the third Wed- 
nesday in July.

PROPERTY EXEMPT FROM TAXA- 


TION. 


There are a great many people 


who have no idea of the vast amount 
of property exempt 'Strom taxation. 
And 
the recommendation of the 


President, 
in 
his message, that 


church property shall no longer be 
exempt from taxation, will meet with 
a hearty second from all who are 
compelled to bear their proportion 
of the burdens of the country, for 
the purpose of receiving its benefits 
and 
protection. 
The 
President 


thinks that if this exemption is per- 
petuated "it will lead to great trouble 
in our land before the close of the 
nineteenth century." The statistics 
given in connection with this subject 
are startling. It is stated that in 
1850 the Church property in the 
United States which paid no tax of 
any kind amounted to not lesa than 
$83,000,000; that in 1800 this amount 
had doubled; and that in 1875 it 
figured up to the enormous sum of 
$1,000,000,000. 
In 1900 it is esti- 


mated these figures will be swelled 
to $3,000,000,000. In view of these 
astounding facts the President recom- 
mends the taxation of "all property 
equally," exempting only "the lost 
resting pluce of the dead." Wo go 
one step further than the President, 
and recommend that the property of 
all secret societies be also taxed, 
Th-re is no reason why the property 
of ths 
Masonic, 
Odd 
Fellows, 


Knights of Pythias, Bed Men, or any 
other Order should be exempt from 
taxation. Let one and all bear their 
just burdens, and let no favoritism, 
be shown. The property of no cor- 
poration should be free from taxa- 
tion.
